BANK OF VALIFOBNIA. 


The stockholders of the Bank of 


California held their annual meeting 
at 11 o'clock Tneiday morning. The 
San Francisco Bulletin M?« there 
was a good attendance, and there 
•was ovar 21,000 shares'represented 
out of a possible 30,000 shares, into 
which the capital is now divided. 
The reports were quite encouraging. 
The volume of business transacted in 
the pait year is the largest in the 
hist or j- of the banlc. Th'e reserves 
hare been more actively employed 
than usual. There has been fewer 
losses, and a greater increase in the 
loans, with rather batter lates of in- 
terest, especially daring the last half 
ot the fiscal year. The exchange 


* business has not been quite as profit 


able as usual, owing to lessened vol- 
ume and sharper competition. Ex- 
change on New York has frequently 
been ia favor of this oity in the past 
year or two, which was vary rarely 
the case before. The State is prob- 
ably better fixed financially than 
ever, and the business of the banks, 
as a rule, reflects this improved con- 
dition. 
Mori* people ore uiiuding 


their own business than formerly. It 
is now several years since there Las 
been any excitement in stocks worth 
the name, and other and more legit- 
imate avenues for making money 
have been developed. These avenues 
afford better channels for the Use of 
money, because they are more gen- 
eral and permanent. Bankers have 
learned that it is safer and more 
profitable in the long run to help 
struggling manufacturers build up 
the oity and State than it is to help 
a few wealthy gentlemen corral the 
surplus of the poor and middle 
classes through stock manipnlations 


The reports showed the resources 


of the bank for October 1st, to be 
812.775,200. The capital stock is $3,- 
000,000: surplus $1,000,000, and de- 
posits 88 000,000. The movement of 
the bank for the voar amounted to 
the large sum of «719,273,292, which 
U equal to nearly 860,000,000 per 
month. The amount received dur- 
ing the year waa 87,233,140. The 
aet earnings were 80iO,258, of which 
85i2,639 was by the bsnk here, 891,- 
319 by 
the New York 
agency 


and 83,300 from rents. Aftar mark- 
ing off all losses, paying all expenses, 
besides $300,000 in dividend* and 
846,119 in taxes, the amount of sur- 
plus carried forward to profit and 
loss was $287,769, swelling that ac- 
count to $699,45. 


The election resulted in the return 


of the old Board by a vote of 17,- 
876 shares. The Board ia as follows: 
D. O. Mills, William Sharon, Chas 
Mayoe, J. C. Wilmerding, Adam

CLEVELAND October 10. 


Beturns come slowly; indication's are 


that Hoadly carries this county by a 
small majority. Rose, Republican, for 
Lieutenant-Governor by about 2,000; 
Whitbeok, Republican for County 
Treasurer, by about 2,000 to 1,500; 
probably one Democrat and one Re- 
publican Senator elected, and four 
Democrat and two Republican Repre- 
sentatives. The remainder 
of the 


Democratic ticket is probably elected 
except perhaps the County Auditor, 
The complete returns may change 
this some; the result is a surprise to 
both parties. The second amendment 
vote Is not yet fully counted. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, October 10. 


The result of the election in the 


county is still in doubt, and the official 
count may be required to decide in 
some cases. The Republicans prob- 
ably elect one Judge, and perhaps 
three of the six Representatives. The 
judges and clerks have been counting 
all ,night and forenoon. In several 
wards figures first reported are in some 
cases are contradicted. The newspa- 
per offices, and other centers of attrac- 
tion, are thronged with anxious men, 
patiently waiting for the returns, 
which cannot yet be given. 


COLUMBUS, October 10. 


No additional returns have been 


received here this morning, except 
private dispatches. The news which 
has been received, however, denies 
the claim that Hoadley is elected by 
9,000 and the Legislature Democratic. 
Hoadley 
is 
running ahead and 


will have 4,000 majority. The Repub- 
lican Committee think Hoadley's ma- 
jority will be from 3,000 to 4,000, and 
tliat Rose will be elected. 
Poster 


thinks Hoailley's chances are the best, 
but does not abandon hope of either 
the Govenor or the Legislature. News 
from Cleveland indicates that Hoad- 
ley will have a small.majority in the 
county, and the Legislative ticket, 
four Democrats and two Republicans, 


CINCINNATI, October 10. 


Richard Smith, of the Gazette does 


not regard Foraker as defeated. At 
previous elections, the news of Demo- 
cratic success in the election of Gov- 
ernor had been heralded by the Dem- 
ocratic papers the morning after the 
election, and conceded by Republi- 
cans, yet later returns'wholly changed 
the aspect of affairs. He regards tku 
precincts not yet heaid from as likely 
to produce greater Republican gains. 
Foraker lost votes from both parties 
on the account of his temperance. He 
thought also that the wool and wine 
growers opposed him. 


CINCINNATI, October 10. 


The best estimate on Hamilton
